5. Use of dye mixtures as per Claim 1 for dyeing or printing semisynthetic or 
synthetic hydrophobic fibre materials comprising cellulose acetate. 
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6. Use of dye mixtures as per Claim 1 for dyeing or printing fibrous structures 
comprising polyester and/or cellulose secondary acetate. 



7. Fibrous structures dyed or printed with a dye mixture as per Claim 1 .
